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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 3/24/10 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 9-11 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sato et al. (JP 
2000088270A). Sato discloses (figure 3 and figure A as shown bellow) a polypropylene case (9) 
formed by the assembly of small cases in which an antibacterial agent such as allyl 
isothiocyanate impregnated in a medium such as a porous body or water absorbing polymer is 
sealed and in which a thickness of a wall is formed to allow gas permeation of the agent; the 
polymer case is characterized in that the thickness of the wall of the case is formed thinner than 
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another wall opposing the wall allowing gas permeation of the agent by adsorption of the agent 
on the wall.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sato (US 
2000088270) in view of Sampei Hideo (JP 41 1201624A). Sato substantially discloses all of 
applicant's claimed invention as discussed above except for the limitation that the plurality of 
small cases are detachably fixed together. Sampei discloses that a plurality of small cases of 
volatile antibacterial agent is detachable fixed together so that any small case can be replaced or 
tear away easily. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
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the invention was made to use Sampei's teaching in Sato's device for a purpose of easily 
replacing or tear away any small case of antibacterial agent. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-8 and 12-13 are allowed.
